“SECTION 4. ta) Every 
per.son applying for a dog 
lioen.se whether to the Con¬ 
tracting Pound Service of 
the City or to the City 
Clerk of the City mu.st ex¬ 
hibit a certificate i.ssued 
by a person licensed by the 
State of California, or any 
other state or nation to 
practice veterinary medi¬ 
cine which certificate shall 
show that the dog for 
which the license shall be 
issued either (1) has been 
vaccinated in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec¬ 


tions 1 and 2 of this Ordi¬ 
nance, or (2) should not 
be vaccinated with rabies 
vaccine by reason of in¬ 
firmity or other disability, 
which disability is shown 
on the face of such certifi¬ 
cate and to the sati.sfac- 
tion of the per.son issuing 
the license to be in effect 
at the time of the license 
application.
